Health of­ 
ficials for years have realized that 
the battle has just begun when a 
baby, sound physically and men­ 
tally. has been ushered into the 
world. No more eloquent proof of 
this fact can be found than in the 
intensive solicitation that official 
health agencies have exhibited for 
the babies and young people of this 
country. Prenatal and well baby 
clinics, tuberculosis preventoriums, 
anti-diphtheria campaigns and vac­ 
cination against smallpox are but 
a few examples of the extreme con­ 
cern that is exhibited for the na­ 
tion’s young. That the efforts have 
been more than justified is proved 
by the magnificent, and in many 
instances the spectacular, results 
that have been thus attained. 
Un­ 
fortunately. however, the problem 
does not end when the young peo­ 
ple have arrived at the ages of dis­ 
cretion.
